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REPORT ON THE NATIONAL CONVENTION OF THE STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 
JUNE 9 THROUGH JUNE 15, 1968, EAST LANSING, MICHIGAN 



INTRODUCTION 



During the period June 9 to June 15, 1968, the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) held their annual national convention at 
Michigan. State University, East Lansing, Michigan. Estimates of 
attendance range from 350 to 800 delegates, with the probable realistic 
figure being an attendance of 65O. 

The publication **New Left Notes" (SDS) of May 13, 1968 described 

the orientation of the convention as: 

"An attempt to devote as much time as possible to work- 
shop discussion of the organizing needs of the Movement, 
with a minimum of time wasted on fruitless posturing 
over irrelevant political questions (the wording of resol- 
utions expressing endearment for Che, whether we think 
Albania is socialist or democratic, et cetera). For 
those planning to do organizing work this summer who 
have not had the chance to attend any preparatory con- 
ferences, we hope to partially fill a need. Workshop 
time will also be devoted td the "state of the Movement" 
at all levels. We have planned the Convention as early 
as feasible In the summer, to minimize Interference 
with summer work." 

"The week consists of two baste parts: 1) workshops and 
the Convention, and 2) the National Council meeting. 
As the agenda now stands, there will be only one full 
^ . day of plenary for the Convention . The Constitution 

t explicitly defines the different roles which the National 
Council and National Convention are to play. In the 
past, the Convention has become needlessly embroiled in 
what is properly Council business. The Steering Committee 
•will be responsible for determining which resolutions will 
be taken up by which body. The Steering Committee will 

; be elected out of regional caucuses on the first day, 
each region sending one person to sit on the Committee. 
The Steering Committee will be responsible for over- 
seeing the technical operation of the meetings (agendas, 
credentials, et cetera)." 



BACKGROUND *- 

SDS, according to J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, Is infiltrated with members of the Communist Party. 
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in a report Issued on July 18, I968, Mr. Hoover stated "SDS is the core 
of a new left subversive force comparable to the Communist Party in its 
concept ojf violence as an instrument to destroy the existing social 
order". In his testimony before a Congressional Committee in 1967 » 
Director Hoover indicated that U.S. Communist Party leader Gus Hall 
has described SDS as part of the "responsible left" which "the party 
has going for It".* 

In a Report by the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
(House Report No. 1351) "Guerrilla Warfare Advocates in the United States" 
of May 1968, SOS is reported as giving open support to guerrilla warfare 
in the United States. Hoase Report No. 1351 states, "SDS is generally 
recognized as the leading "new left** student organization, Is openly 
radical and leftist and quotes a New York Times report of July 3, 1967 ^ 
that '*delegates to the SDS (1967) conventions talked freely about 
'guerrilla warfare* , 'counter insurgency techniques' and 'guerrilla 

mentality*.*' 

In a book entitled "Rebellion In Newark*', It's author, former SDS 

president, Thomas Hayden wrote, 

"The role of organized violence Is now being carefully 
considered. During a riot, for instance, a conscious 
; guerrilla can participate in pulling police away from 
the path of people engaged in attacking stores. He can 
create disorder in new areas the polled think are secure. 
He can carry the torch, if not all the people, to white 
neighborhoods and downtown business districts. 

^ "If necessary, he can successful^Jy shoot to kill. 

"The guerrilla can employ violence effectively during 
times of apparent peace, too. He can attack In the suburbs 
or slums, with paint or bullets, symbols of racial oppression. 

"He can get away with It. I f he can force the oppressive 
power to be passive and defensive at the point where It 
is administered — • by the case worker, the landlord, 
the store owner or policeman, he can build people's 
confidence In their ability to demand change. 

' 'Persistent, accurately aimed attackes, which need not 
be on human life ^e effective, might disrupt the 
administration, - ne ghetto to a crisis point where a 
new system woul<i ^5 to be considered.

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"These tactics of disorder will be defined by the authorities 
as criminal anarchy but It may be that disruption will 
create possibilities of meaningful change. This depends 
on whether the leaders of ghetto struggles can be more 
successful in building strong organization than they have 
been so far. 

"Violence can contribute to shattering the status quo but 
only politics and organization can transform it." 

During recent months SDS has gained notorlty for their violent 

activities and demonstrations against U.S. policy in Vietnam, the Selective 

Service System, Campus Recruiting by corporations involved in Federal 

contracts, and other policies of the administration — both local and 

national. " It will also be remembered that SDS was responsible for the 

Columbia "take-over" and has participated In many urban disturbances in 

the last twelve months. SDS has during the past year continued to use 

every opportunity to forment dlscord^among the youth of the country. 

MEMBERSHIP AND ATTENDANCE AT CONVENTION 



A weekly publication of SDS, "New Left Notes", In Its Issue dated 
June 26, I967 claimed a recorded membership of 6,371 with a total of 
nearly 250 chapters, mostly on college campuses; during the I968 confer- 
ence reference was made to "300 chapters" suggesting an Increase In 
numbers. However, on January 1, 1967> only 875 members had paid dues, 
an Indication of a much smaller group. An evaluation of membership 
can be made from the attendance at the 1968 Convention. Taking the 
most optimistic conference attendance figure of 8OO, and the fact 
established by SDS that each delegate could represent 5 members, 
the national membership would then be about ^,000 — a more realistic 
membership figure. Those attending the Convention must be considered 
the hard core of the movement. 

While most chapters are organized oh a college campus, It appears 
that there Is a trend for SDS to grow beyond this base and organize 
groups In high schools and in various urban locations. An example of 
a non-campus group within SDS is the Lower East Side chapter, known 
officially as "Up Against the Wall Motherfucker" chapter. This chapter 
works closely with the East Side Service Organization (ESS0) In 
New York of 3^1 East 10th Street (212-533-5930). It Is this group (ESSO) 
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that produces n>ost of the antl-admlnlstratlon and "hate-cop" pamphlets 
in New York's East Side and Is closely associated with many subversive 
groups fn New York City, such as Progressive Labor, Black Panthers, YIP, 
etc. The **Up Against the Wall** group are mostly anarchists, and are 
led by Ben Morca of Black Mask, they organized a contingent to the 1968 
convention and carried three of four black glags of anarchy Into each 
plenary session. 

The personal style of the "Up Against the Wall" chapter contrasted 
sharply with the staid, closely-shorn Progressive Labor (PL) delegates. 
They frequently interrupted debate and shouted down speakers. One of 
them wore a black cowboy hat and dark glasses, In addition to the beard 
and dark clothes affected by most of them. Another of them spent most 
of the convention wearing swimming trunks and an American Indian headband, 
he has been Identified as Melvln Margulls of New York City. 

Individual political beliefs represented within SDS ranges from 
the left liberal students with a vague commitment to activism to hard- 
line leftists with a thorough knowledge of Marxism and a dedication to 
revolutionary activities. 

Since the convention was dominated by hard-liners, the debate reflecte'd 
the ideological divisions among the most radical, and vocal, factions. > 

Although the factions were, with one exception, coalitions that 
would change with each new issue, three major contingents were Identifi- 
able at the 1968 Conference. The exception was the Progressive Labor [ 
' Party and its allies. Progressive Labor (PL) Is a Peklng-orlented, 
disciplined party that has a clear ideological "line". It Is heavily 
represented within SDS because the party sees SDS as a recruiting 
ground for new members. At the. convention, PL delegates continually 
pushed the idea that students should ally with the traditional working 
class In a common "struggle" against the ruling class. They also 
opposed all attempts to centralize SDS. It Is noted that PL strength 
In SDS Is limited, being restricted to a dozen or so campuses on the 
East and West Coasts, but PL delegates always turn out In numbers for 
national meetings, and at Michigan State University had a block of 
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by about ia third of the delegates* After the chant died out, an incon- 



clusive two-hour debate followeddon the role of PL In SDS. 

Another example of the disruption caused by PL was the events which 
fol lowed jthe turning down of the proposals for City Organizing and Revolu- 
tionary Organization^ One of the authors of the proposal, Tom Bell, a 
former SDS, regional traveler, and now a Teamster, took the microphone 
and bitterly attacked PL. He charged that the proposal would have passEed ' 
had not PL voted as a solid block against It. 

A long and bitter debate followed in which charges flew back and 
forth. The SDS people accused PL of a variety of things, from seeking 
to manipulate SDS, to demoralizing local chapters, to trying to Impose 
its own Ideology on SDS, and of stifling honest debate. 

PL responded by accusing some SDSers (particularly the UAWMF) of 
"terrorism". They also claimed they were being "red-baited". (PL con- 
siders itself a revolutionary Communist organization. It Is generally 
considered Old Left.) There were some SDS people who took a "neutral" 
position between PL and the SDS people who had formed a new left caucus. 

However, in the end, despite the fears of many SDSers, PL was not 
able to muster enough votes to elect either a national of fleet; or a single 
member of the eleven man National Interim Committee. 

CREDENTIALS AND SECURITY 

The May 13 issue of New Left Notes set out the credentials required 

for delegates as:- 

' "Two categories of credentials are needed — National 
Council and National Convention. 

Convention Delegates:- 

Chapters have one convention delegate per five national 
' members (with five votes per delegates on the floor of the 
I convention). Also, individual members who come to the 
^ convention have one vote on the floor of the convention. 

Names of chapter delegates should be sent to the national 
; office as soon as possible, along with the names of the 
five National Members for each delegate named (for cre- 
dential purposes). 
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National Council Delegates :- 

Chapters have one delegate to the Niitlonal Council ^er 
twenty-five National Members or fraction thereof." 

1968 SDS Conference sought to Impose strict security on their 



activities, warnlfig delegates of the "efficient" campus police at Michigan 
State University and of the proximity of the State Police Headquarters, 
with the attendant risk of "infiltration". SDS using the complaint of 
"press IJes" excluded reporters from many sessions of the conference and 
provided very few journalists with credentials. Annlne-point memo 
"requesting reporters to use no cameras or tape recorders and to make 
no direct or Indirect quotes attributed to any Individual were given to 
all members of the press." 

Reporters also had to identify themselves at the opening of work- 
shop sessions In order that participants could vote on whether or not / 
the newsmen could stay. ' . 

ELECTIONS 

What may have been most slfnlf leant about the elections held on Friday, 
June ]k was that candidates for two of the three top offices ran unopposed 
and In typical SDS style were previously relatively unknown to either 
the delegates or the press. Bernadine Dohrn (University of Chicago I963) 
a graduate of the University of Chicago law school In 1967 and an organizer 
of the National Lawyers Guild who considers herself a "revolutionary communist", 
was unopposed for inter-organlzational secretary; Michael Klonsky, 25, 
a 1967 graduate of San Fernando State College, now an organizer In Los 
Angeles and a teaching assistant, to, Herbert Marcuse at the University 
of California's San Diego campus, was unopposed for national secretary* 
Only the new educational secretary, Fred Gordon, a graduate of Harvard 
University in I966 won over another candidate. Gordon, a 24-year-old 
is now a graduate student at the University of California's San Diego 
campus (where he has been studying under Herbert Marcuse), had the 
support of PL because he opposed the National Office candidate (Gordon 
Is not affiliated with PL). He. won by a single vote. 
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Somebody accused Klonsky of being a Stalinist. Klonsky replied, 
"having been a communist only a few months,! have difficulty In under- 
standing what you mean by that." 

Eight members of the National Interim Committee (NIC) were elected, 
after two ballots, those Indicated ^ being elected on the first ballot:

WORKSHOPS 

An Idea of what SDS people are thinking about, and where they want 
to organize. Is best Illustrated by some of the. specific area workshops 
that were held In the three days before the plenary sessions began^ 
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There were workshops on High School Organizing, Local Anti-Draft 

Organizing, Education, including Community Control of the Schools, 

Forming Labor Committees, City-wide Coordinated Organizing Projects, 

j 
Women's Liberation Science and Technology, Teaching Assistants Organizing, 

G.I. Organizing, Movement Media, The Mass Strike, Working Class Organizing, 
Racism, Vocations for Radicals, including organizing among teachers, 
lawyers, etc.. Art and Politics, including Guerrilla Theater, Small Liberal 
Elite Colleges, Self-Defense and Internal Security, Sabotage and Explo- 
sives, I Tternatlonal New Left, Workshop for People Who Are New to SDS 
and/or People Who Are Interested In Forming Chapters at Backward, Con- 
servative Campuses, Independent Political Parties, including the Peace 
and Freedom Movement, The Knowledge Industry, and Organizing Around the 
Presidential Campaign. 

There were also workshops or panels on '*The Big Trends: Where Is 
America Going", '^Racism, and White response to Black Rebellion," and a 
panel on the Columbia experience. 

There is a great diversity of interest represented there, but the 
overriding view seemed to be that the end result of the work In these 
different areas would be revolutionary change. 

SDS is not, at this point, about to peddle the idea that Revolution 
is around the corner, as the Old Leftists in the thirties did, but It 
does see it in the future, and has begun to organize for It. 

As one panel speaker Hamish Sinclair said: *'We've got to get our 
shit together, so we can all hit the fan at the same time." He was wildly 
applauded. 

Or, as a brilliant elder SDS statesman noted: "The (American) 
hegemony Is breaking up. Things cannot go back to the way they were. 
The trauma is real, the change universal." 

At the Workshop on Internal Security and Self Defense the "Up Against 

the Wall M-F," N.Y. Chapter tabled the following proposal: 

"We must acknowledge the escalation of struggle both 
offensively and defensively and become aware of the 
necessity to protect ourselves. If SDS is to survive 
organizationally it must at some time deal with this 
structurally (defense committees.) At this, time all 
members must become aware of tactics which might In the 
future save them from getting busted (over the head ^

Many of these acts of sabotage were discussed in relation to attacks 
upon Selective Service and Recruiting Centers. Seventeen people attended 
this workshop, but it was not possible to determine their names or the 
name of the moderator.

The Monday evening session took the form of a panel on summer work 
with Mark Leiberman moderating.

During Wednesday afternoon a workshop on "'Movement Media" took 
place at which the moderator was Eric Lerner. Other speakers were Judy 
Bernstein of Toronto, Canada and representatives of News Reel, Liberation 
News Service and WBAI radio. 

On Thursday, the National Convention Plenary was held and the elections 
for NIC and National Officers commenced. The afternoon session was dis- 
rupted by a group of women delegates members of the Radical Women's Caucus 
demonstrating for a more significant role for women In SOS. The following 
quotation Is from a news item In "The Guardian" of June 22,. I968 by 
Susan Suthelm, one of the dissident SDS females :- 

"At 2 p.m. Thursday, June 13, the bullshit on the plenary 
session floor of the Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) national convention was, as usual, flying thick 
and fast, when seven women carrying large placards entered 
the back of the hall and made their way to the speaker's 
platform.

As they reached the stage, the lights went out and dozens 
of women scattered around the room took up the eerie, high 
pitched wall of the Algerian women (learned from the film 
"The Battle of Algiers"). As the cry died down, three 
women seized the floor microphones and began to read 
antiphonally, trying to communicate to the convention 
delegates their feelings about elitism, male chauvinism, 
SDS rhetoric and the arrogance of many movement people."

There are, of course, certain errors in what is contained in the information 
in your files^ Some of them are relatively inconsequential, although careful 
checking could have e stablished the fact, for example, that there we re two

same time—both members of the Berkeley Religious Society of Friends, and both 
of relatively the same age. Activities attributed to me were those of the other 
person, actually, but since they were somewhat similar to activities I might 
have undertaken, this is perhaps understandable. 



More serious, however, is the statement, featured several times^that 
was imprisoned as a conscientious objector. Although it is true that he was pre- 
pared to go to jail for his religious convictions, in keeping with the historic 
testimony of early Quakers, the fact is that he was not imprisoned for his 
pacifist beliefs.
